H ow She Saved 
lie r F ath er from th e 
G uerrillas. 
The neighborhood of Union Depot,Tenn., 
was distracted with feudal troubles during 
tho 
says a correspondent of the l’hil- 
adelpm i Inquirer. 
Cols. Snap, Ledbetter, 
and Leith of the Conf«^?rato forces, with 
their partisan bands, ra g g e d the country 
from one end to tho other, and were met 
with stern resistance by tho Union Homo 
guards. A t tho beginning of tho hostilities 
the bridge across tho Ralston, above Union 
Depot, was fixed upon fo r destruction by 
tho Confederate officials. 
A band of men under Col. Ledbetter was 
sent up from Knoxville to tiro tho struc­ 
ture. 
They arrived in the town just after 
sunset, and proceeding to the bridge found 
it guarded by two men. 
One of these 
guards ran away when the Confederates 
began to smear the bridge with coal oil. 
but the other remained, and, shot-gun in 
hand, opposed the marauders. 
As they 
advanced ho retreated, fighting them step 
by step, and several of the guerrillas, shot 
dead, fell from the bridge I into the turbu­ 
lent stream and wero carried on down 
toward the Tennessee. 
Finally tho bravo defender was over­ 
taken and one of the Confederates, who 
knew him, cried out, with musket cocked 
and presented to his heart: 
“ Surrender, or you are a dead m an.” 
“ NeverI” cried the watchman, and ho 
discharged his gun full a t tho advancing 
m an’s heart. 
Tho Confederate fell upon tho ties, 
and 
his body, resting for a moment, finally 
tumbled into tno river below. 
Tho burly 
watchm an’s gun was empty, and he had 
shot away all his ammunition. Ho clubbed 
his gun, and in tho lurid light, ulready 
flaring about him from the fired bridge, 
bo faced his enemies, resolute, defiant to 
the last. 
Tho rushed on him and ho was 
overpowered. 
His gun was wrested from 
h is hands, 
and a stout rope was wound 
around his body, fast inclosing his arms. 
‘W hat shall wo do with him?’ ’ asked the 
leader. 
Ho should hang! 
H ang him!” echoed 
the chorus. 
“ To the cedar grove!” was the order, 
and those grim guerrillas, with tho bound 
watchman in their midst, marched back 
across the bridge, now a sheet of flame, 
and through the town, to a dense grove of 
cedars on the ridge beyond. 
Here they halted, and tho leader of tho 
band, addressing tho prisoner, said: 
‘It’s the verdict of the crowd th at you 
be hanged. 
Havo you anything to say?” 
‘Nothing!” was tho defiant answer. 
‘You are whelps and I am a union man. 
Do your worst. ’ ’ 
‘String him up!” ordered tho leader, 
and a rope was produced and knotted 
about tho patriot’s head. 
He was allowed a minute for prayer and 
his white lips wore inaudibly voicing a last 
petition to the great Father when a slen­ 
der, girlish figure, attired in snowy white, 
burst through the grim throng and throw 
hor arms about tho doomed m an’s neck. 
W ith nervous fingers she undid tho 
noose, and, 
forcing tho stern visaged 
crowd aside, cried out iu daughterly indig­ 
nation: 
“ For shame! 
Yor are fifty to one, and 
you would commit murder. 
This is my 
father. 
If you hang him y ou shall hang 
me also.” 
Tho guerrillas were abashed a t this bold 
defense and for a time said nothing. Final­ 
ly one man spoke, and ho evidently voiced 
the sentiments of his fellows, for his words 
were loudly cheered. 
“ Now,” said he, “let’s adjourn. 
Jeff 
Davis is a free m an.” 
“ Aye! aye!” was tho answer, and they 
slunk away, leaving fathor and daughter 
to mako their way back to the little town, 
which now was photographed against the 
sky’s background by the lurid glare of the 
burning bridge.

Depot, and every night the brave girl, now 
a m atron with children about hor knees, 
gathers up two bright tin buckets and 
journeys to tho spring below the town, 
chatting gayly with her neighbor women.

In T urkish trousers, 
dances a colic dance, which m oets with 
m uch applause. 
It Is different from any­ 
thing I havo over aeon a t tho Patriarchs* 
balls in Now York. She Is attired In a cool 
whito costum o of m osquito notting and a 
M arseilles quilt, which aho lays aside w hen 
sho begins. 
Sho also woars gold anklets 
w hen tile w eathor is cool, and a silk scarf 
In each hand as she proceeds w ith tho 
danco, allowing joy to be entirely uncon­ 
fined. 
She Is of full habit, and hor corset 
bill is very sm all. Sho woars w hat would 
bo called a hoalth costum e, and when she 
dances sho does so with groat vigor.

manufacturers of cigar boxes and cigar 
box lumber, having been thrown behind 
the trade for several seasons on account 
of low water, which has not only pre­ 
vented them from filling large orders* 
but; frequently compelling them to close 
their establishment, or run at a great 
loss have finally determined to chango 
their location, and build a building of 
th eir own. They now propose to put up 
a three story factory building at the 
southeast corner of Fourth avenue and 
North Main St. 
The building will be cf 
such dimensions as to accommodate 
their extensive and eteadily increasing 
trade, and will be operated by steam 
power, thus preventing the annual an­ 
noyance and almost suspension of bus­ 
iness on account of low water in the 
river.

There will soon bo opened in Chicago a 
theological school that will bo unique 
among contemporary institutions for re­ 
ligious training. 
It is to lie called tho 
Bible institute and is intended for the edu­ 
cation and practical training of evangel­ 
ists. 
While in some outward features it 
will resemble tho theological seminary of 
tho regulation type, as conducted by all 
tho Protestant denominations of the pres­ 
ent clay, In other more essential points it 
will bo analogous to tho schools of the 
prophets as they are believed to have ex­ 
isted in Old Testament time. 
It will lie 
conducta I under tho auspices of the Chi­ 
cago Evangelization society. 
D. 
L. 
Moody, tho originator and propagator of 
tho innovation, is also to bo Its president. 
The inception of the project i3 not new. 
For at least fifteen yoars Mr. Moody has 
had tho desire to establish such a school. 
‘‘Do tho work of an evangelist” has been 
the working motto of his life. 
In hi3 view 
tho evangelist’s work was not less essential 
or important than that of the settled pas­ 
tor and preacher. 
But there were fewer 
to understand it and fewer to make it a 
success. 
Nor was there any school for 
educating evangelistic workers, although 
thero wero many seminaries for tho fitting 
of young men for tho regular ministry. 
This dam in tho Christian lines it becamo 
Mr. Moody's ambition to fill, but not until 
this spring was he able to interest the peo­ 
ple and open their purses to forward his 
scheme. 
The institute for Biblo students, held in 
tho Chicago Avenue church In April and 
May was largely an experiment to de­ 
termine the feasibility and utility of tho 
desired permanent school. 
It was a suc­ 
cess. 
Tho enthusiastic interest of the 350 
regular attendants and tho approbation of 
tho general Christian public gave Mr. 
Moody tho argument that ho had so long 
wished. 
Before tho lectures of the in­ 
stitute wero concluded ho had called upon 
a number of his wealthy and liberal 
Christian friends and capitalists in tho 
city and in a short time had raised tho 
sum of $2.50,000 to build and endow tho 
Biblo 
institute. 
The principal con­ 
tributors to the fund are Messrs. Cyrus Mc­ 
Cormick, Marshall Field, Carson, Pirie Sc 
Scott, E. G. Keith, and John V. Farwell. 
Many others subscribed in smaller amounts. 
Of the sum raised about $50,000 will be 
used in providing the homo for tho insti­ 
tution. 
Tho building (now going up) is 
located on Fearson street between Wells 
aud LaSalle avenue.

Fresh, 
ripe, 
perfect, raw fruit is safe 
and healthful at all seasons of the year, 
and amid tho ravages of disease, whether 
epidemic, endemic, or sporadic, general, 
special or local. 
Under proper restrictions 
as to quantity, such fruits as named will 
cure diarrhoea, aid in removing a colic, 
cold, fover or any other disease whose 
treatment requires tho bowels to be kept 
freely open; for this effect fresh rij>e fruit 
is acknowledged to have the requisite 
properties; but to be used advantageously 
in health and discase, the following rule? 
are imperative: 
Fruit should Ie eaten 
ripe, raw, fresh and perfect. 
It should be 
eaten In moderation. 
It should be eaten 
no later than 4 o'clock in tho afternoon. 
No water or fluid of any description should 
be swallowed within an hour after eating 
fruit. 
To havo its full beneficial effect, 
nothing else should bo eaten at the time 
fruit is taken. It is to the neglect of these 
observances 
that, erroneous impressions 
prevail in many families, and to an extent 
too, in somo instances, that the most 
luscious peach or apple, or bunch of 
grapes is regarded as that much embod­ 
ied cholera and death. 


O a tm e a l. 
Tho m anufacture 
of outm eal from oats 
is very different from tho m aking of flour 
from wheat. 
Tho cleaning process in the 
first place involves much m ore labor and 
requires moro time and m achinery, the oat 
kernel tieing incumbered w ith its hull and 
m ore bulky and difficult to separate from 
foreign substances. 
A fter cleaning and 
before hulling, the oats are dried by heat, 
an operation dem anding still more special 
m achinery, and requiring tim e and care­ 
ful 
attention. 
A fter drying they are 
cooled and sent to the hullers. 
These are 
stones w ith a sharp grit, and the hulling 
process m ust lie carefully m anaged, as it 
is im portant to avoid breaking the kernel. 
Good m achinery is required^for all these 
operations. 
In p rep arin g trie moal from 
the kernels tho rolling process has almost 
entirely superseded tho form er method of 
steel cutting, as the rolled m eal m ay be 
cooked m uch quicker, req u irin g less th a n 
one-quarter of tho tim e needed for the cu t 
meal.

In Norway they build all winter, using 
unslacked lime, and tho work is superior to 
summer construction. 
Tobacco gives employment to 300,000 
persons in Now York. 
Germans, Bohe­ 
mians, and English predominate. 
There are twonty cotton factories now 
|n operation in Japan, with 82,600 spin­ 
dles, and employing about 5,000 workmen. 
Their wages are about $5 per week, which 
is ten times tho amount craftsmen of any 
kind received in Japan ten years ago. 
The employes on tho Peking Gazette In 
China have had their wages advanced 
from *20 to 22 cents per day. 
Tho Gazette 
has been published continuously for 300 
years, and people in Peking have now 
arrived at the conclusion that it has “come 
to stay.” 
The dressmakers in Merritt, a town in 
Missouri, have organized themselves into a 
lociety for the regulation of wages and 
protection against tho avarico of un­ 
scrupulous employers. 
They say the most 
unj ust employers are thoso among their 
own sex. 
In Russia there aro sixty-seven immense 
spinning mills, employing an aggregate of 
115,000,000 spindles. 
The principal cen­ 
ters of this industry aro the provinces of 
Moscow and Vladimir. 
Russia has 488 
cotton-weaving establishments, which give 
employment to 80,500.

avenue, that have been bought for the lady 
students’ dormitories, it is expected will 
furnish sufficient accommodations for the 
institute. 
It is one of tho novelties of Mr. Moody’s 
plan that both ladies and gentlemen are 
admitted to the school on equal terms.

The outline of study is as 
follows:

church history, Christian evidences, and 
the study of separate books of the Bible 
will form an important part of tho course 
of study. 
Some treatise

science will have a place in tho curricu­ 
lum. 
Tho method of using tho Bible in 
dealing with inquirers will also receive 
attention.”
